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PREFACE  TO  THE  THIRD  EDITION. 


The  Rational  Guide  to  Spelling  is  wholly  original  in  its 
classification  and  arrangement.  The  Author  begins  with  the 
smallest  words,  and  proceeds  progressively  to  those  which  are 
more  complex.  The  words  are  divided  into  Six  Classes. 

The  words  of  the  First  Class  maybe  formed  into  other  words 
of  the  same  final  letters  and  sound,  by  prefixing  to  them  one 
or  more  consonants ;  as,  from  an,  are  derived,  can,  man,  pan , 
&c. ;  or,  by  substituting  one  or  more  consonants  for  the  initial 
letter ;  as,  from  bag,  are  derived,  lag,  nag,  rag,  &c. 

The  Second  Class  consists  of  words  of  the  same  sound,  but 
written  with  different  combinations  of  letters;  as,  all,  ail,  be; 
which  sounds  are  also  represented  by  awl,  ale,  bee.  They  may 
be  formed  into  other  words  like  those  of  the  first  class ;  as  all, 
ball,  wall,  &c.  There  are  nearly  four  thousand  monosyllables 
derived  from  these  two  classes,  fouling  the  basis  of  the  lan¬ 
guage. 

The  words  of  the  Third  Class  are  anomalous :  there  are  no 
words  in  the  language  of  like  form  and  sound.  They  are 
mostly  technical  or  obsolete  words ;  the  most  useful  are  sepa¬ 
rated  from  the  others. 

The  words  of  the  Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Classes  present 
the  prefixes  and  endings  in  words  of  more  than  one  syllable. 

The  letters  are  divided  into  sections,  and  only  one  new  letter 
is  presented  in  each  word  which  illustrates  its  sound.  The 
combined  letters,  qu,  sh,  th ,  ch,  wh,  follow  the  single  letters. 
The  tabular  words  are  the  roots  of  over  four  hundred  mono- 
,  syllables  in  common  use,  and  contain  all  the  long  and  short 
vowel  sounds.  The  letters  and  words  are  in  the  printed  and 
written  forms,  so  that  scholars  may  be  taught,  from  the  first, 
to  write  the  words  as  they  learn  them.  Without  this  exercise, 
there  is  little  positive  progress  in  Orthography. 

The  Author  will  not  extend  this  Preface  by  presenting  in 
-  detail  the  merits  of  this  method.  Intelligent  teachers  will 
;  readily  discover  them.  Every  page  and  exercise  has  been  the 
subject  of  patient  labor  in  its  preparation.  No  attempts  are 
made  to  teach  pronunciation  by  figured  letters,  or  combina¬ 
tions  of  letters.  Unknown  simple  sounds  cannot  be  learned 
from  combined  letters  of  totally  different  powers. 

The  rules  of  spelling  are  intended  as  a  reference  for  teachers 
*  to  use  orally;  but  the  examples  are  so  arranged  as  to  form 
spelling  lessons.  Some  of  these  rules  have  grown  out  of  the 
£  new  classification,  and  are  not  to  be  found  in  other  works. 
>  This  Guide  presents,  in  a  new,  plain  and  rational  manner, 
every  important  combination  of  syllables  in  the  language.
